DEFEATS DOUBLE DEDUCTION ARGUMENT 


A casualty insurance company was entitled to deduct the pro rata 


portion of its investment expenses attributable to tax-exempt income 
and dividends received from domestic corporations. This was true 
even though the company also deducted the interest and special divi- 
dends under Code Section 832(c). The Commissioner contended that 
a deduction under Section 832(c) for the investment expenses attribut- 
able to items of interest and dividends (which were themselves de- 
ducted from gross income in computing the company’s taxable income) 
would constitute a double deduction of the item. 


The Tax Court, however, observed that the company had not 
deducted the same item twice. Several distinct items were deducted: 
interest, which under Section 103 would be excluded from income; a 
special dividend deduction under Section 243; and all ordinary and 
necessary business expenses permitted by Section 162. Deductions 
permitted by Section 832(c) are not limited by these other Code Sec- 


tions.—Allstate Fire Insurance Company, CCH Dec. 28,197, 47 TC —, 
No. 21. 
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
